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The Hyposrite, was acted, last night, for the sccond time, in order 
to exhibit Mr. Tznry’s Doctor Cantwell. His performance of this 
base character has, certaiialy, greatly distinguished him. He displays 
as intimate an acquaintance with the part as Mr. Dowzon, who has 
hitherto held the highest reputation in it. The style of these two 
gentlemen differ, however, most materially. » Mr. Terry is precise 
where the other was broad and almost vulgar. We may suppose 
that the Doctor Cantwell of Mr. Tenry was a man of the schools, 
aman of some polish, full of artful vices; whilst the Dector Cantwell 
of Mr. Dowton seems a person who had sprung from some inferior 
oecupation by means of a strong mind and great hypocrisy, with just 
sufficient knowledge to be able to deceive weak bigots. 

We must confess we do not like this play, and we much doubt 
whether it does not effectinfinitely more mischicf than benefit to the 
cause of religion. There is a sufficient proneness in these times to shew 
contempt for the clergy, without its being promoted by the Stage. 

Miss Parton appeared for the tenth time a Susannz in the Marriage 
of Figaro, and acquitted herself with her former skill. Mr. Liston, 
Mr. Leont Lee, Mrs. Cuarrertey, and Mrs, Garrick were very 
assiduous and effective in their several parts, 

A new musical Farce, in two acts, is te be produced on Saturday 
under the title of Family Jars !—It is to be presumed there will be 
abundance of discord, for we do not take the title to a!lude to any other 
sort of pickle. A new comic Opera is in preparation.
